Supporters push for Clinton 
to be added to Dems’ ticket 

WASHINGTON! Barack Obama turned in ear- 
nest to the general election and the hunt for 
a running mate Wednesday, embraced by 
Democratic leaders who signaled forcefully 
and sometimes impatiently to Clinton that 
her marathon duel with Obama was over. 
Amid reports that she will 
officially end her campaign 
on Friday, Clinton kept her 
silence in public, while sup- 
porters made a case for her 
as Obama’s No. 2. 

Obama moved to link 
himself more closely with 
a young Democratic hero 
of a half-century ago, tapping President 
Kennedy’s daughter Caroline to help him 
choose a vice president. 

Before reports of Clinton’s exit surfaced, 
there were signs that she was closing shop. 
She began bidding campaign staff members 
farewell, and a number were told not to come 
to work after Friday. 

Bob Johnson, the founder of Black 
Entertainment Television, was lobbying 
members of the Congressional Black Caucus 
to urge Obama to place Clinton on the tick- 
et. Rep. Charles Rangel (D-NY), expressed 
doubts that Johnson’s approach would work. 
“I don’t really think that the way to get Obama 
to [choose] Clinton would be to put pressure

Rod Blagojevich was convicted 
Wednesday of fraud and money 
laundering after a high-profile 
trial provided an unusually detailed 
glimpse of the pay-to-play politics 
that has made Illinois infamous. 

Antoin “Tony” Rezko showed 
no emotion as the jury delivered a 
mixed verdict that 
found him guilty 
of scheming with 
the government’s 
star witness to get 
kickbacks out of 
money man- 
agement firms 
wanting state 
businesss. The jury delivered its 
guilty verdict on 16 of 24 counts. 

Rezko has known Obama since 
he entered politics and was involved 
in a 2005 real estate deal with the 
Democratic presidential candidate, 
although testimony barely touched 
on their relationship.

Presumptive nominee 
will have to win over 
angry Clinton backers 

WASHINGTON! Barack Obama has 
some urgent making up to do among 
a lot of angry white women — life- 
time Democrats who spurned him 
for Hillary Rodham Clinton in the 
primaries and now are threatening 
to stay home or even vote for Repub- 
lican John McCain in November. 

Amid all the talk about a first 
black president, many women are 
deeply disappointed, in some cases 
furious, that Clinton’s own histor- 
ic campaign fell short and that 
Obama’s campaign undercut her 
along the way. Her loss was painful 
for women who have encountered 
sex discrimination themselves, espe- 
cially older women who saw her as 
the best hope for electing a female 
president in their lifetimes. 


Obama himself must heal the rift 
with women, said Clinton fundrais- 
er Susie Buell of San Francisco, or a 


new brand of “stay-at-home moms” 
might sit out the election. 

“I know that women are very 


worked up right now,” she said. 
Obama “has never apologized for 
the way Hillary has been treated.” 

Emotions boiled over at last 
weekend’s televised meeting of a 
Democratic Party rules commit- 
tee, when some women chanted 
“McCain ’08” after the Clinton team 
lost its bid to win more disputed 
delegates from Michigan. 

Healing the wounds will require 
a strong endorsement by Clinton of 
Obama, says Sen. Claire McCaskill, 
D-Mo., one of Obama’s most prom- 
inent female supporters. And the 
reality of the presidential stakes 
will sink in, too, she says. 

“As time passes and everyone 
begins focusing on the differences 
between John McCain and Barack 
Obama,” she said, “I think the med- 
icine is going to be a little easier 
to swallow. But right now, I think 
it’s really hard for these women.”

Scientists say privacy 
safeguards were used 
in monitoring work 

WASHINGTON! Researchers secret- 
ly tracked the locations of 100,000 
people outside the United States 
through their cell phone use and 
concluded most people rarely stray 
more than a few miles from home.

It also yielded somewhat surpris- 
ing results that reveal how little peo- 
ple move around in their daily lives. 
Nearly three-quarters of those stud- 
ied mainly stayed within a 20 -mile- 
wide circle for half a year. 

The scientists would not say 
where the study was performed, 


calling it only an industrialized 
nation. 

The study opens up the field of 
human tracking for science and 
calls attention to what experts 
said is an emerging issue of loca- 
tional privacy. 

“This is a new step for science,” 
said Albert- Lazio Barabasi, direc- 
tor of Northeastern’s Center for 
Complex Network Research. “For 
the first time, we have a chance 
to really objectively follow cer- 
tain aspects of human behavior.”

Gay Marriage Stay Denied 


Calif. Supreme Court 
refuses request to halt 
same-sex weddings 

SAN FRANCISCO I California’s highest 
court Wednesday refused to stay its 
decision legalizing same-sex mar- 
riage in the state, clearing the final 
hurdle for gay couples to start tying 
the knot this month. 

Conservative religious and 
legal groups had asked the Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court to stop its 
May 15 order requiring state and 
local officials to sanction same- 
sex unions from becoming effec- 
tive until voters have the chance to 
consider the issue in November. The 
justices’ decisions typically become

final after 30 days. 

An initiative to ban gay marriage 
has qualified for the Nov. 4 ballot. Its 
passage would overrule the court’s 
decision by amending the state con- 
stitution to limit marriage to being 
between a man and a woman. 

In arguing for a delay, the 


amendment’s sponsors predicted 
chaos if same-sex couples mar- 
ried in the next few months, only 
to have the practice halted at the 
ballot box. 

The four justices who denied the 
stay request were the same judges 
who joined in the majority opinion 
that found withholding marriage 
from same-sex couples constituted 
discrimination. The three dissenting 
justices said they thought a hear- 
ing on whether the stay should be 
granted was warranted. 

The majority did not elaborate 
on its reasons for denying the stay 
but simply issued a one -page order 
saying its original ruling on mar- 
riage would be final at 5 p.m. on

Unemployment Rising for Hispanics 


WASHINGTONIAs the construction 
industry has slumped, the unem- 
ployment rate among Hispanic 
immigrants has climbed, an anal- 
ysis released Wednesday shows. 

For the first time in five years, 
foreign-born Hispanics have a high- 
er unemployment rate than Hispan- 


ics born in the U.S., according to the 
Pew Hispanic Center’s study of cen- 
sus and Labor Department data. 

The unemployment rate for His- 
panic immigrants was 7-5 percent 
during the first months of this year, 
compared with 6.9 percent among 
native-born Hispanics. During the 


same period in 2007, the rates were 
5.5 percent and 6.7 percent, respec- 
tively. 

Mexican immigrants have 
been hardest hit; their unemploy- 
ment rate jumped from 5.5 per- 
cent last year to 8.4 percent. The 
employment downturn added about 
255,000 Hispanic immigrants to 
the ranks of the unemployed, (ap)

FEMA trailer resident 
is killed by police after 
10 -hour showdown 

NEW ORLEANS I Eric Minshew 
struggled with mental illness for 
many years and seemed to get much 
worse after Hurricane Katrina, 
according to his brother. Finally, 
when FEMA workers showed up 
to inspect his government-issue 
trailer, he snapped. 

Police fatally shot Minshew 
early Wednesday after a nearly 
10 -hour standoff in one of the neigh- 
borhoods hit hardest by the August 
2005 hurricane. 

Authorities said the 49 -year- old 
Minshewhad threatened the FEMA 
inspectors with a gun, then fired 
several shots at police after they 
arrived. He was killed after point- 
ing a gun at officers, police said. 

Minshew had been living alone 
in the FEMA trailer outside his par- 
ents’ house, which had to be gutted 
because of damage from Katrina. 

“I think that the storm took 
away his hope, and all of the issues 
involved in it sort of fed the fire,” 
Homer Minshew said.

Baghdad Truck Explosion Kills 18 



U.S. military and Iraqi 
police disagree about 
reason for deadly blast 

BAGHDAD I A truck packed with 
rockets blew up Wednesday in a 
Shiite area of Baghdad, killing 18 
people in the deadliest single blast in 
the city in more than three months. 
Three U.S. soldiers were killed by 
gunfire north of the capital. 

A U.S. military spokesman 
said the blast appeared to have 
been an accident that occurred as 
Shiite militiamen were transport- 
ing the weapons through a densely 
populated neighborhood of north- 
ern Baghdad — possibly to fire at a 
nearby American base. 

Iraqi police said a suicide truck 
bomber had targeted the house of 
an Iraqi police general, who was 
not at home but whose nephew was 
among those killed. U.S. officials 
said 75 people were wounded, and 
police said they included the gen- 
eral’s elderly parents. 

But the U.S. military disputed 
the police account, saying Shi- 
ite extremists were transporting 
rockets and mortars on a tractor- 
trailer when the weapons mis- 


takenly exploded. Witnesses also 
confirmed the vehicle was carry- 
ing weapons. 

“They were trying to attack 
us,” said U.S. military spokesman 
Lt. Col. Steve Stover. “They wouldn’t 
waste rockets like that.” 


The force of the blast crumbled 
several two -story buildings, buried 
cars under rubble, sheared off a cor- 
rugated steel roof and left a large 
crater on the residential street. 

It was the deadliest single explo- 
sion in Baghdad since March 3, 


when a suicide car bomber killed 
22 people in eastern Baghdad. 

Violence has dropped sharply 
since a May 11 cease-fire ended 
seven weeks of fighting between 
U.S. and Iraqi soldiers and Shiite

Mugabe Rival Detained for 8 Hours 


Police hold opposition 
leader without filing 
charges against him 

HARARE, ZIMBABWE I The lead- 
er of Zimbabwe’s opposition was 
detained by police for about eight 
hours Wednesday amid ominous 
signs the government is tighten- 
ing its grip on the country less 
than four weeks before a presi- 
dential runoff election.

YANGON, MYANMAR I U.S.Navy ships 
laden with relief supplies will steam 
away from Myanmar’s coast Thurs- 
day, their helicopters barred by the 
ruling junta even though millions of 
cyclone survivors need food, shelter 
or medical care. 

More than a month after the 
storm, many people in stricken 
areas still have received no aid at 
all, and the military regime contin- 
ued to impose constraints on inter- 
national rescue efforts, humanitar- 
ian groups said Wednesday. 

“I am both saddened and frus- 
trated to know that we have been 
in a position to help ease the suf- 
fering of hundreds of thousands of 
people and help mitigate further 
loss of life but have been unable to 
do so because of the unrelenting 
position of the [Myanmar] mili- 
tary junta,” said Adm. Timothy J. 
Keating, head of the U.S. Pacific 
Command. 

Keating said the U.S. made “at 
least 15 attempts” to persuade the 
junta to let four U.S. ships — which 
carry 22 helicopters, four landing 
craft and 5,000 sailors and Marines 
— deliver aid. (ap)

L 0 N D 0 N I Barack Obama’s triumph 
over Hillary Clinton triggered jubi- 
lation among his relatives in Kenya, 
hope among people around the 
world — and a few questions about 
what he actually stands for. 

Many expressed optimism 
Wednesday that a November vic- 
tory by Obama — who has relatives 
in Africa and childhood friends in 
Asia — would mark a major shift 
from the deeply unpopular policies 
of the Bush administration. 

In Kenya, home to Obama’s fam- 
ily on his father’s side, the Kenya 
Times newspaper devoted its front 
page to the story, under the head- 
line “Obama makes history.”

Police to question all 
drivers along main 
Trinidad thoroughfare 

D.C. police will stop cars and ques- 
tion drivers along a main thorough- 
fare of the Trinidad neighborhood 
starting this Saturday, Mayor Adri- 
an M. Fenty said, in an unprece- 
dented effort to stanch a rash of 
shootings in that part of Northeast 
Washington. 

The Neighborhood Safety Zones 
program announced Wednesday 
is a response to a triple slaying in 
Trinidad at 4 a.m. Friday and other 
recent violence. In the 5th police 
district, which includes Trinidad, 
22 people have been killed so far 
this year, one more than in all of 
2007. 

Fenty appeared with D.C. Police 
Chief Cathy L. Lanier and interim 
Attorney General Peter J. Nickles to 
announce the new program, which 
will begin on Saturday in Trinidad 
and could last up to 10 days. 

Officials said police will stop 
all cars driving in the 1400 block 
of Montello Avenue, between Penn

Street and Oates Street and about 
a block east of Gallaudet Univer- 
sity.

Drivers will have to show iden- 
tification proving they live in the 
neighborhood or explain why 


they are in the area. Valid reasons 
would include “attending church, 
a doctor’s appointment or visiting 
friends or relatives,” the city said in 
a statement.

Key Figure Is Arrested 
In D.C. Tax Scandal 


Friend of alleged scam 
mastermind bought 
fur coats, cars, jewelry 

Another key figure in the D.C. tax 
scandal is due to appear in federal 
court Thursday amid signs that a 
guilty plea is in the works. 

Federal prosecutors recently 
charged Connie Alexander with 
possession of stolen property 
and conspiracy to commit money 
laundering. The charges came in 
a “criminal information,” a docu- 
ment that can be filed only with 
the defendant’s consent. The filing 
typically signals that a guilty plea 
is imminent. 

Authorities have described Alex- 
ander, 52, as a friend of Harriette 
Walters, the former tax office man- 


ager accused of leading an effort to 
cheat the D.C. government out of 
millions in tax refunds. Authorities 
have estimated that up to $50 mil- 
lion was stolen in a scam that could 
date back nearly two decades. 

Eleven people have been charged 
in the case, and four have pleaded 
guilty, all within the past several 
weeks. Walters remains jailed while 
awaiting trial. 

The charging papers include 
a move by prosecutors to recover 
any illegal proceeds that can be 
traced to Alexander. They listed 
$3.1 million in cash, her home in 
Bowie, a 2000 Mercedes-Benz, a 
2003 Cadillac Escalade, a 2002 
Harley Davidson motorcycle, 
three projection televisions, eight 
fur coats and 60 pieces of jewelry.

losing flights and service, and it’s 
almost certain to get worse unless 
oil prices drop and take the pres- 
sure off airlines to keep shrinking. 
“For the next year or so, it’s going 
to be gloom and doom” in terms 
of fares and flight options, said air 
travel expert Tom Parsons. 

While United didn’t specify 
routes or flights to be trimmed, 
the airlines already have begun tar- 
geting less profitable flights even if 
they are to leisure destinations with 
strong demand. Several carriers have 
cut back on service to Las Vegas, 
Honolulu and elsewhere. 

While demand for tickets to 
those destinations remains solid, 
airlines say they have to focus on 
higher-priced and more profitable 
routes. The outlook is grim for air- 
lines that don’t cut back enough to 
survive high oil prices. 

“Some airlines will likely go 
bankrupt and cease operating,” 
Lehman Brothers analyst Joseph

The squeeze, a by-product of 
record oil prices that are pushing 
airlines toward financial disaster, 
accelerated Wednesday when Unit- 
ed Airlines announced plans to take

in 2008-09. Its discount unit Ted 
will be shut down, and 1,100 addi- 
tional jobs will be eliminated. 

That came two weeks after a sim- 
ilar move by AMR Corp.’s American 
Airlines, the only U.S. carrier larger 
than United, which said it would 
slash domestic capacity 11 to 12 per- 
cent after the peak summer travel 
season. American already has begun 
eliminating flights, as have No. 3 
Delta Air Lines Inc. and others.

N E w Y 0 R K I Renters may be the big- 
gest winners in the current housing 
slump, especially in places like Flor- 
ida, Las Vegas and Southern Cali- 
fornia that have thousands of vacant 
for- sale and foreclosed homes and 
condos on the market. 

Apartment vacancies are edging 
up in many areas of the country as 
frustrated sellers instead try to rent 
out their homes and condos in once 
red-hot housing markets. And that 
is making it harder for landlords to 
raise rents. In the toughest markets, 
apartment owners are even offering 
lease incentives to snag renters. 

This “shadow market” of inves- 
tor-owned homes and condos 
accounts for almost half of the 
rental stock, and attracts displaced 
homeowners more often than your 
typical apartment renter. 

“What’s different now is the 
degree of excess homes and con- 
dos being put on the rental market. 
The sheer volume is creating more 
competition for traditional rental 
markets,” said Hessam Nadji, man- 
aging director at Marcus & Milli- 
chap Real Estate Investment Ser- 


vices, which analyzed the data for 
The Associated Press. 

After staying relatively flat last 
year, apartment vacancies bumped 
up in the first quarter from the end 
of last year, the research showed. 
The vacancy rate is expected to

rise by a half-percent this year to 
6.1 percent as the market absorbs 
about 3.3 million more rental home 
and condo units. 

Areas that experienced explosive 
condo development and conversions 
of apartments into condos for sale 
are finding those units unloaded 
onto the rental market because 
developers can’t sell them. 

The new supply is preventing 
landlords from increasing rents, 
and others are even being forced 
to offer freebies like one free month 
with a one -year lease or upgraded 
fixtures, j.w. elphinstone (ap)

2nd-year catcher was 
expected to stay in the 
minors this season 

N AT 1 0 N A L S I The only thing capable 
of slowing down Jesus Flores this 
season has been a vicious foul tip 
straight into his face mask. And 
even then it took two of them off 
the bats of Arizona hitters to drag 
Flores from the game. 

Opposing pitchers haven’t been 
able to keep the Nationals’ second- 
year catcher down. Nor has Washing- 
ton’s front office, which as recently 
as April wanted to keep him in the

“For me, personally, I don’t think 
so,” he said. “I’ve been here. This is

my second year. I just want to play 
every day.” 

Then both Lo Duca (hand) and 
Estrada (elbow) landed on the dis- 
abled list and neither is expected 
back in the foreseeable future. Flores 
was called back up and excelled. He 
hit his first career grand slam last 
week, and entering Wednesday was 
batting .333. He’s grown as a defen- 
sive player, as well. 

“That guy’s really turned into some 
heck of a catcher,” right-hander Jason 
Bergmann said. “I trust him with 
every pitch. We’ve got our own little 
code that goes on with both what to 
throw and if I shake [off the signal] 


and how we go from there.” 

The Nationals will face a deci- 
sion when Lo Duca is ready to 
return. If healthy, the veteran 
could have value on the trading 
block later this summer. But he’ll 
have to prove he’s healthy, and he 
can do that only on the field. The 
question will be whether the Nation- 
als are willing to take Flores out of 
the everyday lineup. 

“He’s calling such a great game,” 
Bergmann said. “You can see it in 
the pitchers and how they’re doing. 
He’s really maturing and becom- 
ing a great major-league catcher.”

‘Boondocks’ creators 
assure their message 
to BET is publicized 

DRAMA I The battle between “Boon- 
docks” creator Aaron McGruder and 
Black Entertainment Television is 
about to get a lot more animated. 

McGruder’s hot-button show 
centers on two young black boys 
— militant Huey Freeman and his 


gangsta-wannabe younger broth- 
er, Riley — who live in the suburbs 
with their grandfather. 

Two second- season episodes of 
the biting cartoon that attack the 
black-themed network but were 
never aired — possibly because of 
corporate pressure — are slated for 
DVD release next Tuesday. The pair 
of shows take aim at BET s top exec- 
utives and lampoon what it views as 
the cable network’s harmful nega- 


tive imagery and stereotypes that 
work as a “destructive” force within 
black culture. 

The controversial episodes 
amplify a familiar chord struck by 
McGruder, who has regularly tar- 
geted BET, first in his politically 
and culturally charged comic strip, 
published in more than 300 news- 
papers, and subsequently in the TV 
adaptation on Cartoon Network’s 
edgy late-night programming block, 


Adult Swim. 

But these particular install- 
ments — which like many in the 
animated series feature violence, 
foul language and frequent use of 
the N-word — apparently went too 
far in mocking BET’s top brass. In 
“The Hunger Strike,” a main char- 
acter refuses to eat until BET is off 
the air and its executives commit 
hara-kiri. 

And in “The Uncle Ruckus 
Reality Show,” a foul-mouthed 
black man who hates blacks gets 
a show on BET. 

When BET executives learned of 
the shows, they complained to Turn- 
er-owned CartoonNetworkand Sony 
Pictures Television, which produces 
“The Boondocks,” and urged that they 
be blocked from broadcast, accord- 
ing to sources close to the program 
who requested anonymity for fear 
of network reprisal. 

The DVD release features sting- 
ing commentary from McGruder 
and Barnes about the episodes, 
which are uncut. In the introduc- 
tion, McGruder said he went after 
BET because network executives, in 
his view, failed to elevate the net- 
work’s standards — something a 
very prominent executive had point- 
edly promised to do when joining 
the network three years ago. 

Barnes added: “You expect white 
television to present black people in 
a particular way. The anger comes 
from black television portraying 
us in a particular way. That brings 
out a different sense of frustration, 
and at the heart of these episodes 
is that frustration.” greg braxton

With their most challenging 
disc since 1996’s “Pinkerton,” it

Mel Ferrer 
Dies at 90 

OBIT I Mel Ferrer, the tall, darkly 
handsome star of such classic films 
as “Lili,” “War and Peace” and “The 
Sun Also Rises,” as well as the pro- 
ducer and director of movies star- 
ring his then -wife, Audrey Hep- 
burn, has died at age 90. 

Ferrer died Monday at a Santa 
Barbara convalescent home, his son 
Mark Ferrer said on Tuesday. 

Ferrer’s most impressive film role 
came in 1953 in “Lili.” He played a 
crippled carnival puppeteer with 
whom a French orphan (played by 
Leslie Caron) falls in love. 

He also won critical acclaim 
as Luis Bello in “The Brave Bulls,” 
based on a Tom Lea book, and 
starred opposite Hepburn in 1956’s 
“War and Peace.” 

In later years, he turned more to 
directing and producing for mov- 
ies and TV. 

“Acting, at times, depresses Mel,” 
Hepburn once said. “Directing lifts 
him. He’s so relaxed at it that I just 
know it is the job he loves.” 

He and Hepburn became 
engaged in 1954 when they 
appeared together in the New 
York play “Ondine.” They married 
later that year. 

The pair divorced in 1968 and 
Ferrer married his fourth wife, 
Elizabeth Soukhotine, in 1971. 
She survives him. 

Ferrer and Hepburn costarred 
in a television version of “Mayer- 
ling,” and Ferrer directed Hepburn 
in the 1959 film “Green Mansions.”

Moroccan cooking 
pots become popular 
with American chefs 

It’s the unlikely path of the tag- 
ine, the signature slow-cooked 
and heavily seasoned dish of this 
North African nation that recently 
has been co-opted by adventurous 
American gourmets. 

But it’s a bit of an oversimplifi- 
cation to call tagine “a dish,” for the 
term refers not only to a multitude 
of stews that might feature lamb, 
chicken or fruits and vegetables, but 
also to the unusual conical vessels 
in which they are cooked. 

“You don’t need a tagine to make 
the dishes, but without it you are 
losing romance, a certain color, a 
certain richness and intense flavor,” 
says Paula Wolfert, who pioneered 
North African cuisine in America 
with her 1973 cookbook, “Cous- 


cous and Other Good Food from 
Morocco.” 

When Wolfert tested the recipes 
in her book, she used an enameled 
cast-iron Dutch oven because at the 
time few Americans owned tagines, 
which originated as unglazed clay 
cookpots with the nomadic Berbers 
of North Africa. 

Today, they are available in 
numerous styles — ceramic, stain- 
less steel, cast iron and silicone — 
from upscale producers and retail- 
ers, including Williams- Sonoma, Le 
Creuset and Emile Henry. 



“If you have your fancy remod- 
eled kitchen and trophy cookware, 
you need your tagine,” says Kemp 
Minifie, executive food editor at 
Gourmet magazine. 

Originally used on slow-burn- 


ing embers around a fire, the cone- 
shaped top was designed to retain 
moisture — the steam from cooking 
food rises to the top, then condenses 
and falls back into the dish. 

Today, some Moroccans have 


abandoned the tagine for the pres- 
sure cooker, but unglazed clay tag- 
ines remain a staple of homes. 

“There is something special 
about unglazed clay and the taste 
of the Earth,” says Wolfert.

For serving, Moroccan families 
often sit around one piping hot, 
communal tagine pot at the table 
and use fresh bread to mop up juices 
and scoop up vegetables. 

“This is absolutely not the 
fast-food of Morocco,” says Larbi 
El Attar, who sells tagines in the 
Moroccan city of Sale. 

Tagines have been on a slow rise 
from obscurity in the U.S. Gourmet 
magazine ran its first tagine reci- 
pe in 1968, though the recipes told 
readers to use a casserole dish. 

Le Creuset introduced its best- 
selling tagine 10 years ago. But it’s 
during the past five years that tag- 
ines seemed to gain traction. Kitch- 
en goods catalogs feature many 
models, and the Internet offers 
dozens of retail sources, including 
Tagines.com. victoria brett and jude

L.A.’s lifeguards keep 
busy with rescues 
and beach workouts 

Eric Atkeson’s eyes dart across a 
sun-drenched stretch of beach, 
looking for ever- so -slight signs 
of trouble. His gaze fixes on three 
young boys splashing around in the 
water, just a bit farther out than he’s 
comfortable with. 

His words trail off in mid- sen- 
tence, and suddenly he’s making a 
beeline for the boys and an adult 
near them. One lecture later and 
the boys have migrated a little clos- 
er to shore. 

Atkeson, 51, heads back to his 
lifeguard tower at Manhattan 
Beach, weathered crow’s-feet smil- 
ing at the corners of his eyes. 

He’s a lifeguard, and he’s done 
this a few times. 

Atkeson could have stopped 
guarding the beachgoers years 
ago, packed up his flip-flops and 


headed toward retirement. 

But he and many of his col- 
leagues at the nation’s biggest and 
busiest lifeguard operation, in Los 


Angeles County, can’t seem to pull 
themselves away from the water. 

“I grew up here. This is my 
family. We’re all brothers and sis-

ters here. It’s just a way of life,” 
Atkeson says. 

In between push-ups and sit- 
ups and brisk swims in the Pacif- 
ic, lifeguards like Atkeson get busier 
with rescues as summer approach- 
es. They’ll ramp up the number of 
bodies in the towers to keep pace 
with the frolickers on the beach and 
in the water. 

“For a lot of us, we love the 
beach so much that we found a 
way to make a living at the beach,” 
Atkeson says. “And it keeps us in 
shape. A lot of the old retired guys, 
they live for a long time.” 

The Los Angeles County Life- 
guard Service is operated by the fire 
department, which emphasizes a 



level of professionalism above and 
beyond the vehicle by which most 
of the public knows them best: the 
television series “Baywatch.” 

Lifeguard Capt. Terry Harvey, a 
spokesman for the vast Los Angeles 
operation — there are 181 perma- 
nent lifeguards and 758 seasonal 
lifeguards — says the impact of the 
show was a double-edged sword. 

“It did good and bad for us. It 
basically put a big spotlight on our 
occupation and what we do. And 
then again it also gave an image, a 
nonprofessional image, I want to 
say, [of] what we do in our occu- 
pation,”’ Harvey says. 

What was that “bad” image? The 
lifeguard as a laid-back mak-eout 
artist hitting on girls in bikinis and 
working on his tan all day, for the 
most part. 

The reality of an L.A. County 
lifeguard is decidedly different. 

There are vigorous workouts 
throughout the day. A few sit-ups 
here, some abdominal crunches 
there, wind sprints up and down 
a firm stretch of beach. 

The workouts break up the 
monotony, keep everyone in shape 
and keep the lifeguards aware of 
their surroundings. 

A sly but strong rip current is 
easier to spot if you actually swim 
once per hour. 

“Slackers need not apply,” Har- 
vey says. RON HARRIS (AP)

All those celebs in oversize sunglass- 
es maybe doing more than shield- 
ing themselves from the paparazzi:

Now that the primaries for the Dem- 
ocratic presidential race are fin- 
ished and Obama’s next task will 
be to choose a running mate, I was 
wondering if the chair of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, Howard 
Dean, would be a possibility. 

Dean is certainly respected within 
the Democratic Party. But he does 
not strike me as a likely pick, in 
that he does not bring many of the 


ingredients Obama will likely feel 
he needs from a running mate. I’ve 
asked my colleague Alec MacGil- 
lis, who has been on the road with 
Obama for much of the past year, 
what he thinks Obama will see as 
critical. 

Can the Obama campaign afford to 
take a couple weeks off to regroup? 

He may take a day or two to catch 
his breath, but folks on his cam- 
paign team certainly recognize that 
the finish line they just crossed leads 
to another starting line.

THE MESSAGE OF 1947’s “La Perla” 
is somewhat questionable, essen- 
tially: “Beware of wealth enough to 
shoe and school your children.” But 
then John Steinbeck’s “The Pearl” 
always was “The Monkey’s Paw” for 
poor people. Add in some acting 
gone a touch overripe and you’ve 
got, well, a masterpiece — thanks 
to the camera of Gabriel Figueroa. 
A cornerstone of the Golden Age 
of Mexican Cinema, Figueroa was 
lensman to directors from Emilio 
“Indio” Fernandez and Rober- 
to Gavaldon to Luis Bunuel and 
John Huston. The National Gal- 
lery’s six-film retrospective starts 
on Saturday. 

On June 28, you’re introducing 
“Macario.” Why did you choose it? 

All the magnificent, elegant pho- 
tography is in that movie. It won 
nine international prizes. It’s the 
most complete film, in my opinion. 
It has wonderful music, wonder- 
ful acting, terrific directing. The 
cinematography’s fabulous. The 
story is fantastic. To me, it’s one 


of the best of them all. 

It’s paired with a slightly later 
Gavaldon film — also from a story 
by your godfather, the enigmatic B. 
Traven — “Days of Autumn,” about 
a woman whose domestic life may 
not be what it appears. 

It’s quite a different story, a very 
strange story, very lonely, very psy- 
chological story. ... I’ve seen it a few 
times, and it keeps me wondering 
how Traven could write “Macario” 
on one side and this story on the 
other. ... It strikes a very odd chord 
in my sensitivity. 

Particularly in “La Perla,” you see 
what have come to be known as 
“Figueroa skies.” How were these 
shots accomplished? 

He based his style of photographing 
landscapes on something he read of 
Leonardo da Vinci about the color 
of the atmosphere. But the prob- 
lem in black-and-white was that 
the atmosphere interfered a little 
bit with the shot. So he started to 
experiment with filters, and he 
came to a certain combination 
of filters and film that gave him 
exactly the drama he needed for 
the clouds to stand out.

How would Figueroa accommodate 
himself to his directors? 

“Indio” Fernandez in “The Pearl” 
wanted an epic, in all the huge sense 
of it. And Bunuel wanted exactly the 
opposite. In “Nazarin” particularly, 
I think the landscape is very bleak, 
because that’s what Bunuel needed, 
not the clouds and not the roman- 
ticized or “epic” landscapes. 

Were there any stories your father 
felt he couldn’t shoot? 


Yes. He was proposed to photo- 
graph “Rambo” right after “Under 
the Volcano.” 

But he insisted on reading the 
screenplay first. 

They phoned him ... and he said, “No, 
even if you changed it completely , I

S T A G E I Her entrance befits a Broad- 
way legend — flanked by billowing 
smoke, with an eager audience wait- 
ing in anticipation. 

That legend — Tony Award 
winner Chita Rivera — stars in 
“The Visit,” capping off Signature 
Theatre’s celebration of the works of 
John Kander and Fred Ebb. Origi- 
nally staged in Chicago in 2001, the 
quirky musical features an army of 
Broadway vets. 

Based on a play by Friedrich 
Diirrenmatt, the musical focuses on 
the return of the obscenely wealthy 
Claire (Rivera) to Brachen, her eco- 
nomically depressed Swiss home- 
town. Led by their mayor (Mark 


Jacoby), the townspeople see Claire 
as a savior and appeal to her sense 
of generosity and nostalgia. 

Claire returns with a bizarre 
entourage and seeks out an old 


lover, Anton (Tony Award winner 
George Hearn), and the two rem- 
inisce about their teen romance. 
Anton is convinced that Claire will 
help and even that she still sees him 


as her “panther.” 

She does have predatory feelings 
for him: Claire announces that she 
will give the town billions ... if some- 
one murders Anton, who spurned her 
and forced her to leave town in dis- 
grace at 17. The townspeople initially 
reject the proposal, but before long, 
they’re buying fancy (albeit hideous) 
yellow shoes on credit and gazing 
at Anton like he’s a big fat money 
sandwich. 

Rivera gives an imperious per- 
formance as an embittered survivor 
whose need for revenge is humanized 
by her lingering feelings. On account 
of Claire’s wooden leg, her character 
doesn’t do much dancing, save one 
amusing number (“I Would Never 
Leave You”), in which her entourage 
pledges loyalty. 

It’s no wonder — she’s quite the 
grand dame, even as she appeals 
to people’s basest instincts.

Evan “Chuck Inglish” Ingersall is 
a self-proclaimed non-adult who’s 
still learning how to make honest- 
to -goodness music and coming into 
his own as an artist. He represents 
the beat-mixing contingent of the 
Illinois-based hip-hop duo the Cool 
Kids (Antoine “Mikey Rocks” Reed 
is the wordsmith), who will be head- 
lining at Black Cat on Sunday. 

Their new EP, “The Bake Sale,” 
is something of a refresher course. 
Listening to it conjures up memo- 
ries of the retro -rap stylings that 
served as training wheels for these 
BMX aficionados. But Kriss Kross 
these two are not. Their old-school- 
inspired songs are anything but old- 
fashioned. 

“We started mainly because we 


wanted to not do our schoolwork 
or college papers. That was just our 
personality,” Ingersall said. “Hon- 
estly, I really don’t know how our 
sound came about. We spent a lot 
of time listening to people we just, 
you know, like. Beat makers, people 
who were making good music. And 
I started playing with sounds. But 
we’re ourselves out there, and we 
strive to be original.” 

Attend their show and get taken 
back to the salad days of Starter 
jackets, Reeboks Pumps and beep- 
ers. Of course, Ingersall and Reed 
met in a decidedly new-school way: 
on MySpace. They initially discussed 
making beats and producing for 
other artists, but began to write 
for themselves before long. 

Since their 2005 meeting, they 


have opened for M.I.A. and can be 
seen alongside indie crooner Sara 
Bareilles in Rhapsody commercials 
on television and have a full-length 
album that will soon be released. 
Their song “I Rock” was featured 
in an episode of HBO’s “Entourage” 
this season. 

The fast route to success hasn’t 
caused the Cool Kids to take them- 
selves too seriously. “For one thing, 
you can’t write too many introspec- 
tive songs,” said Ingersall. “I’ve never 
listened to music for that purpose. 
Music doesn’t have to be for a move- 
ment. It’s geared to evoke a feeling. 
I’m not telling anyone to start a rev- 
olution.” 

Not that the duo is out of touch 
with reality. “We know what’s going 
on in the world. Gas prices are high, 


people are out of jobs. We get this 
from the news every day. People ask 
us when we’re going to make a politi- 
cal song. And that’s just not us. We 
want you to listen to our music, not 
to read too much into it.” 

Their concerts are, refreshingly, a 
throwback to the socially unmoored 
rhyming of the aforementioned ’80s 
rap idiom. “We’ve been blessed to 
have the fans that show up when 
we play and appreciate that we do 
what we do,” said Ingersall. 

“Our live shows have to be on 
point; we have to connect. I mean, 
we’re figuring ourselves out, and 
our music revolves around the live 
show. We’re learning what sounds 
right to us, and take new approach- 
es to the writing. I’m not jaded, I 
just want people to listen to the 
beats and the words and enjoy.”

Swervedriver veered 
off course, but the 
fans had other ideas 

MUSIC I Swervedriver guitarist 
Jimmy Hartridge just exited an 
In -N- Out Burger — and he can’t 
find his way back to the tour bus. 
But give the guy a break: The U.K. 
group is on its first road trek after a 
nine-year hiatus, and — unlike sing- 
er-guitarist Adam Franklin, who 
has performed as Toshack High- 
way since Swervedriver put on the 
brakes — Hartridge dropped out 
of music -making. 

The band took a break because 
its career was stalled by record label 
problems, but now that Swervedriv- 
er’s back, Hartridge says, “This tour 
is the best one we’ve ever done. It’s 


been the most enjoyable . . . the least 
troubled tour. ... The gigs are bet- 
ter, we’re tighter.” 

The group first gained notice in 
the early ’90s when it was lumped 
into Britain’s burgeoning shoegaze 


scene, but Swervedriver’s music isn’t 
a guitar-pedal wash of hazy sound: 
Its epic songs are filled with Stoog- 
es-like punk riffs and Jah Wobble- 
esque punky- reggae bass lines. 

On Swervedriver’s four albums 


— all out of print — there’s a preci- 
sion to the melodic, layered arrange- 
ments that don’t undercut the songs’ 
explosive energy, but, Franklin says, 
“As alive thing, it’s always meant to 
be sort of chaotic. If a pedal starts

screwing up, or somebody plays 
something a bit wrong, you can 
make it even more out there and 
crazy — and it still makes sense.” 

So does going out on the road 
again for a band that has no new 
music to promote and no back cat- 
alog to sell. 

“The crowds have been very 
loud and vociferous,” Franklin 
says. “I guess if you take something 
away from somebody long enough, 
they realize they want it back.”

‘Muraqqa" shows 
plenty of optic nerve 

MUSEUM I Any exhibition cover- 
ing the artistic legacy of Mughal 
emperors is bound to have a hero 
and a villain — but not necessarily 
ones you’d expect. The first is hid- 
ing in plain sight, right there in the 
title: “Muraqqa* : Imperial Mughal 
Albums From the Chester Beatty 
Library, Dublin.” 

Beatty was the American- 
turned-British mining mogul- 
turned-philanthropist who donat- 
ed his cultural holdings to Ireland, 


becoming the country’s first honor- 
ary citizen. But the bad guy? That 
would be Paris-based antiquar- 
ian Georges Demotte, who regu- 
larly mutilated albums — splitting 
verso from recto, pasting pictures 
over unillustrated texts, selling vol- 
umes off page by page— to increase 
their resale value. 

It’s ironic, given that an album 
could represent the collected work 
of generations of artists from diverse 
traditions and that the word 
“muraqqa*” itself denotes a kind 
of patchwork, as collages of text 
and image suggested the “patched 
garments” worn by Sufi mystics to 
advertise their poverty.

In the case of rulers such as 
Akbar, Jahangir and Shah Jahan 
(a dynastic chart is helpfully pro- 
vided), the patchwork indicated 
wealth, power, learning and luxu- 
ry. Known not only for his ambition 
but also for his connoisseurship of 
opium, wine and the arts, Jahan- 
gir (Seizer of the World) commis- 
sioned illustrations for the “Jahan- 
girnama,” the emperor’s memoirs of 
hunts, surrenders, prisoner trans- 
fers, trendsetting acquisitions of 
jewelry and so forth. 

At “Muraqqa*,” you pick up 
your magnifying glass on the way 
in. Without one, you aren’t seeing 
half of what the artists put there: 
delicately rendered calligraphy, 
finely intertwining floral borders, 
beards comprising countless indi- 
vidually drawn hairs. 

Simply put, if you don’t come 
out a little bleary- eyed, you aren’t 
doing it right, glenn dixon

Rilo Kiley isn’t able 
to play the scrappy 
underdog anymore 

MUSIC I Jason Boesel is a tough sell 
when it conies to comic books. It’s 
not that Rilo Kiley ’s resident drum- 
mer — and a frequent collaborator 
with Bright Eyes frontman Conor 
Oberst — doesn’t like a good graph- 
ic read. Just make sure they’re not, 
well, creepy. 

“Recently, we were in a cab on 
our way to a hotel. And the cabbie 
turned out to be this comic book 
artist and he had just tons of com- 
ics in the trunk. He gave us about 
25. And they — and he — turned 
out to be really, really weird. They 
were basically just one sheet of 
paper folded over once and had all 
these insects being stomped by feet 
on every page.” 

The current tour represents 
something of a rebuilding for Boe- 
sel and the rest of Rilo Kiley (lead 
singer Jenny Newsom, lead guitar- 
ist Blake Sennett and bassist Pierre 


de Reeder). “The crowds have been 
super-positive. I mean, we’ve lost a 
few old fans with each record and 


gained a lot more new ones. It’s basi- 
cally all about understanding our 
past,” said Boesel. The band per- 


forms at 9:30 Club on Friday. 

This also marks the second tour 
for “Under the Blacklight,” Rilo 


Kiley ’s most recent album. 

“It’s hard to quantify or explain,” 
said Boesel. “The last six months in 
between tours, I mean, we’ve been 
playing different songs, of course. 
But we’re finding ways of incorpo- 
rating which older songs with which 
newer tracks.” 

Recently, the band played at 
Coachella, where Boesel and com- 
pany took the opportunity to try out 
new music and escape the rigors of 
compiling a concert with a smooth 
through-line of songs. 

“I remember I was watching, 
like, MTV News as a kid, and 
REM was on, and they were talking 
about how they have so many songs 
to choose from in their set that they 
forgot how lots of the songs went. 
And I remember thinking, What? 
That’s so douchey ! ’ Of course, I real- 
ize what they meant now.” 

Rilo Kiley is no stranger to the 
vagaries of playing live: “Our first 
show in D.C. was great, except that 
one of the other bands playing that 
night got in afistfight onstage. They 
partially broke up that night. We 
don’t plan on that happening any- 
time SOOn.”

OUT & ABOUT I Each year, the Uni- 
versity of Maryland’s National 
Orchestral Institute hosts a dif- 
ferent group of musicians between 
the ages of 18 and 28 who want 
to hone their symphonic skills. 
Although the players change, the 
NOI’s performances, held each Sat- 
urday in June, always blaze with 
an enthusiasm rare in an orches- 
tral concert. 

For James Ross, a professor at 
the university and the NOI’s artis- 
tic director, cultivating this enthusi- 
asm is just as important as making 
sure everyone’s on beat. 

“If you’re not in the act of doing 
something that you’re really com- 
mitted to and enjoying, then

there’s no particular reason why 
people should ... pay a fair amount 
of money to sit and watch you not 
enjoy what you’re doing,” Ross says. 
“No rock group would survive that 


long with that kind of approach to 
what they do onstage.” 

To encourage that commitment, 
the students play their first concert 
without a conductor — everyone 
gives input and takes responsi- 
bility for the performance. Guest 
conductors lead the rest of the con- 
certs, but students run some sec- 
tional rehearsals. 

NOI also aims to get the stu- 
dents thinking about their role in 
shaping the evolution of orchestral 
music. “In their DNA are the answers 
for what’s going to be right for our 
future,” says Ross. Lectures and films 
explore issues such as how orchestras 
can better engage their audiences.

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Building the Future 


The National Building 
Museum rediscovers 
an audacious talent 

ARCHITECTURE I As a Washing- 
tonian, your likeliest intercourse 
with the architect Eero Saarinen 
would be the mobile “lounges” 
that take you, crushed, across the 
Dulles tarmac to the planes with 
all the ease of putting toothpaste 
back in a tube. 

The great critic Vincent Scully 
once called these vehicles “Afrika 
Korps troop carriers.” But on the 
occasion of a new show, “Eero Saa- 
rinen: Shaping the Future,” at the 
National Building Museum through 
Aug. 23, Scully, in an accompany- 
ing book, partly regrets the crack 
with a little self-revisionism: “But 


how wonderful and easy the whole 
sequence of movement surely is.” 
You wonder whether Scully has ever 
endured the whole sequence, but, 
whatever; you can forgive Scully 
anything. 

The Saarinen show, which 
originated in Europe, puts some 
flesh on the architect after nearly 
50 years of serious underexposure. 
To some of us born after Dulles, 
the Gateway Arch and the Tulip 
chair emerged as the cave paint- 
ings of postmodern design, Saarin- 
en has hovered in our minds like a 
ghostly deity, his heroic narrative 
having poignantly collapsed upon 
his death at age 51 in 1961. 

Saarinen came to us at the dawn 
of modernism, perverted that move- 
ment with audacious gifts and died 
practically still a prodigy. The Finn-

ish-born architect had been work- 
ing on his own for only a decade 
after the death of his father-col- 
laborator, Eliel Saarinen, and had 
scarcely begun unsolving the Bau- 
haus’ rationalist dreams and dog- 
mas that had saturated the previ- 
ous 40 years of building. 

The curator Donald Albrecht 
could not have gathered more 
material on Saarinen given a search 
warrant. He had access to Saarin- 
en’s entire, and almost entirely 
untouched, archive, which the 
architect’s successors gave to Yale 
University in 2002. 

With a wealth of drawings, mod- 
els, photos and films, the show fol- 
lows Saarinen from his earliest figure 
sketches to the monumental figures 
he erected in the American land- 
scape. It took manifold brilliance to 
render profiles as simple as those at 
Dulles, as Scully clarifies: “Again,” he 
writes, “a tent.” Bradford mckee

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A filmmaker turns a 
conflicted eye on the 
steroid controversy 

FILM I When he was in his school, 
Chris Bell was the second- stron- 
ger person in his age group. And 
he got there without ever using 
steroids. Bell’s parents always told 
him to play by the rules. Neither of 
his equally strong brothers, “Mad 
Dog” and “Smelly,” trained with the 
help of steroids. 

But as the pressure to stay com- 
petitive on the football field and in 
the gym grew, Mad Dog gave in. 
He came home from college and 
forced Chris to inject him with 
steroids. 

“Coaches would say, ‘You gotta 
get bigger, you gotta get stronger, 
you gotta get faster’,” Mad Dog says 
in the new documentary “Bigger, 
Stronger, Faster*” and claims that 
the pressure was intimidating. 

That wasn’t the first time Chris 
Bell was let down by finding out one 
of his heroes took a shortcut — he 


grew up a fan of Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger and professional wrestlers 
like Hulk Hogan. And it wouldn’t 
be the last. When he was 26, he let 


himself down by using steroids — 
briefly and for cosmetic purposes, 
he claims — and both Mad Dog, an 
aspiring pro wrestler, and Smelly, a 


bodybuilder, continue to juice. 

In “Bigger, Faster, Stronger*” 
— the asterisk indicates the con- 
siderable fine print regarding ste- 


roid use — Bell goes on a quest to 
find out what he really thinks about 
performance -enhancing drugs. He 
talks with a handful of doctors who 
say steroids aren’t as bad as every- 
one says, and a couple who warn 
of side effects such as increased 
aggression. 

Bell also shows how silly and 
undersupervised the supplement 
business can be as he whips up 
his own “certified” supplement, 
and gets before and after pictures 
taken on the same day — a cam- 
era-ready fake ad campaign is in 
place in no time. 

He also talks to professional 
athletes like Ben Johnson, who 
had an Olympic gold medal taken 
away from him because of steroid 
accusations, and Floyd Landis, 
who had his Tour de France title 
revoked when he, too, was accused 
of doping. But in the end, the con- 
flicted Bell stands by his broth- 
er and cheers while he bench- 
presses 700 pounds. 

“Smelly benching 700 pounds 
is synonymous with Barry Bonds 
hitting 7 56 home runs — you see 
him doing it, you love him doing it, 
and deep down, you don’t want to 
know how he got there,” Bell says.

An Adamson Gallery 
group show finds 
beauty in repetition 

GALLERY I The collection of 14 art- 
works on view in Adamson Gallery’s 
“Pattern Recognition” is orchestrat- 
ed to emphasize texture as much 
as color, and offers something of a 
novelty: rhythm. Crunchy arrange- 
ments of form and perspective — 
even on flat surfaces like glossy 
waxed paper — are arrayed with 
almost musical clarity. 

Mark Dean Veca’s “Peaches and 
Cream” has all the fuss and filigree 
of Victorian wallpaper when seen 
from across the room. Look closer, 
though, and his motifs expand to 
reveal graphic, organic images, from 
a squid- elephant hybrid to various 
joints and organs. Colby Caldwell’s 
“How to Survive Your Own Death,” 


a swatch of neon blues and rustic 
oranges, splices the configurations 
of Santa Fe fabric weaving with the 
cutting edge of digitized psychede- 
lia; it’s like looking at an electric 


Navajo blanket. 

Hiding in one corner of the 
small space is “Bubble,” by Yuriko 
Yamaguchi, a cluster of plastic tub- 
ing applied to the wall to resemble 


fiber-optic moss. Another work by 
the artist suggests an electron cloud, 
with its chunks of glassy flotsam 
floating in a ball of tensed wire. 
Carter Hodgkin’s “Electromagnetic” 
series of watercolors pairs the geo- 
metrical precision of doodling with 
a Spirogyro with the spontaneous, 
cosmic bursts of falling- and shoot- 
ing-star designs. 

Andrea Way’s witty “Phoenix” 
— a layer of teal and purple puzzle 
pieces scattered with creme circle 
and triangle shapes — is straight 
out of the pages of an early- ’90s 
Bel Air interior design catalog, 
mixing tack and tact. It, like the 
rest of “Pattern Recognition,” 
deserves to be seen as well as heard.

Two Swiss artists take

M U S E U M I There is laughter coming 
from a small, dark room cut into 
the Hirshhorn’s third-floor exterior 
circular gallery. Inside the room, 
tourists and local art aficionados, 
children and couples, sit transfixed 
while on the screen a teakettle fit- 
ted with a knife in its whistle spout 
slowly boils. A doomed black bal- 
loon sits a few inches away from 
the knife tip, waiting for the steam 
pressure to do its dire work. What 
comes out of the balloon when it 
pops is an entirely different story. 
Let’s just say that flammable liquid 
is an option. 

This is not un film de Wile E. 
Coyote but the 1987 short film 
“The Way Things Go (Der Lauf 
Der Dinge)” by Swiss artists Peter 


Fischii and David Weiss. The 
30 -minute movie takes place in a 
rough warehouse and uses no music, 


just the rattle, pop, fizz and crash of 
various rough objects — tires, a pair 
of old shoes, the aforementioned 


balloons and kettles — negotiate 
forces — flammable and corrosive 
liquids, a tower of sugar cubes not 


long for this world, soap, gravity, 
inertia and momentum — that pro- 
pel them into the next phase. 

Weiss and Fischii are less con- 
traptioneers than filmmakers — 
their camera is deadpan, but each 
segment of the rolling, tipping, 
fizzling, often flaming Newto- 
nian frolic is paced to wring max- 
imum humor and pathos from the 
situation, whether it’s a can whose 
progress down a plank is exquisite- 
ly slowed by glue or the sight of yet 
another blank, innocent tire rolling 
toward peril. 

“The Way Things Go” remains 
fresh almost 20 years after it was 
made, but it’s important to remem- 
ber that the late ’80s saw an explo- 
sion in destructive, mechanized 
art events like those of Survival 
Research Labs. (The modern, frat 
boy version is the game show “Robot 
Wars.”) On the brink of a new mil- 
lennium, artists put their mad- sci- 
ence talents to use mechanizing and 
manipulating the world around

Shoot ’Em 
Way Up 



A new ‘Rambo’ set: 

4 films, 25 years, 
countless bodies 

DVD I When we first meet John J. 
Rambo, the Vietnam vet played in 
four movies by Sylvester Stallone, 
he hardly resembles the comically 
muscled action-movie icon he would 
eventually become. 

In “First Blood,” the 19 82 film 
that launched the lucrative fran- 
chise, Stallone plays him as a down- 
and-out drifter with no home, job or 
purpose, bearing the psychological 
toll of military training. 

When we last see Rambo, in the 


2008 film titled after the charac- 
ter, he is a man grown old and 
even smaller, but with a measur- 
able amount of peace and even wis- 
dom. The last shot, of the vet walk- 
ing down a dirt road to a horse farm, 
is deliberately beautiful, offsetting 
25 years of gore and violence that 
preceded it. 

“Rambo: The Complete Col- 
lector’s Set” takes us all the way 
through Rambo’s odyssey from war- 
damaged veteran to redeemed mer- 
cenary. In addition to the dark vet- 
sploitation of “First Blood” and the 
even darker genocides of “Rambo 
IV” the set also includes the explo- 
sive inanities of “Rambo: First Blood 


Part II” and the talky longueurs of 
“Rambo III.” 

Like the second movie, this six- 
disc set is all about excess. Of course 
there are the usual bonus features, 
including commentary tracks from 
Stallone and writer David Morrell 
(who created the character), doc- 


umentaries, deleted scenes and 
a grim alternate ending to “First 
Blood.” But there are so many use- 
less add-ons, like the digital ver- 
sion of “Rambo IV” and an option 
called the Interactive Military 
Special Operations feature, which 
is sort of like Pop-Up Videos for

gun enthusiasts. 

But the movies remain the draw, 
although they vary wildly from com- 
pelling to snoozy to reprehensible. 
The first and fourth installments 
are by far the best, with real con- 
sequences, tragedy and even a bit 
of poetry. As directed by Stallone 
(whose reconsideration as a pop 
auteur is long overdue), “Rambo 
IV” works as a silent film, commu- 
nicating its war-is-hell message not 
through the grunted dialogue but 
crisp and kinetically gory visuals 
that slyly subvert the chest-thump- 
ing jingoism of the previous movies, 
making the uneasy point that this 
franchise and its viewers are alter- 
nately intrigued and disgusted by 
carnage.

Consolidation Pros and Cons 


Dear Betsy, 

I am about to graduate and have just 
started paying my student loans. I have 
received several letters about the benefits 
of consolidating my student loans (I have 
two loans). The letters say that interest rates 
for student loans are going up and that by 
consolidating now I can lock in a low interest 
rate. Is this true? If it is, is it a good thing to 
consolidate my loans? Does loan consolidating 
negatively affect my credit rating? Any 
comments would help. 

Thanks, 

K.G. 

Dear K.G., 

Congratulations on your diploma and for not 
automatically buying into the consolidation 
hype without asking some questions first! Let's 
talk about how consolidation works, and then 
we'll get into the pros and cons. 

When you consolidate your student loans, the 
lender you choose pays off your individual 
loans to their perspective holders, creating 
one new loan. The terms for this new loan are 
generally between 1 2 and 30 years longer 
than the 1 0-year term on your current loans. 


By having longer to pay the loan off, you end 
up with a lower monthly payment amount. 

The interest rate on a consolidation loan is 
determined by taking the weighted average of 
your current loans' interest rates and rounding 
up to the nearest one-eighth of a percent. 

This interest rate is fixed, which means it will 
not change throughout the life of the loan, 
whereas your current loans are variable, which 
means they either increase or decrease on an 
annual basis. Interest rates on older student 
loans are adjusted every July 1 based on the 
91 -day Treasury bill. And by the way, the rates 
are anticipated to end up at almost half of what 
they are currently. Loans made in the last few 
years are set at a fixed rate already. 

Pros: Federal student loans have variable 
interest rates that are capped at 8.25 percent, 
with the exception of consolidation loans, 
Perkins loans, and a few others. This means 
that depending on how the economy is doing, 
your interest rate can change every year 
and could go as high as the 8.25 percent. By 
consolidating, you ensure that for however 
long it takes you to pay your loan off, the rate 
will never change. This means that if student 
loan interest rates go up over the next few 
years, you will save money in interest. The other 
benefit of consolidation is that you will only 
need to send one payment to one company 


each month. Finally, the act of consolidating 
will not affect your credit rating. 

Cons: By extending your loan payment terms, 
you are potentially increasing the total amount 
you pay back. You only get charged interest 
on your outstanding balance, so the longer 
you take to pay, the more you end up paying. 
This principle is the same for almost every 
type of consumer loan, including credit cards, 
car loans, etc. There's also a chance you may 
lose eligibility for some benefits and loan 
forgiveness options that are available to you on 
your current loans. 

The bottom line is that consolidating can be 
a gamble. You may want to first check with 
your current loan holders to find out about 
any loan cancellation, forgiveness, or other 
options you may lose if you consolidate. If you 
do consolidate, you should try to continue 
making the same monthly payment amount 
that you make now. This way, you can lock in 
the lower interest rate without running the 
risk of counteracting 
its benefits by taking 
longer to pay.

The elegant Fyve 
in Pentagon City 
appeals to the senses 


OPENINGS I The feel of Fyve, a 
recently opened restaurant and 
lounge in the dining space of the 
Pentagon City Ritz- Carlton, seems 
both highfalutin and low-key. 

Truth is, both assessments 
would be right. Located minutes 
from that paragon of pent-up peace- 
keeping, this eatery is less homage 
than retreat. You can envision weary 
state officials tucking into one of the 


lounge settees and fraternizing with 
bejeweled patrons and happy-hour 
honchos. Credit much of the balance 
to chef de cuisine Amy Brandwein’s 
thorough yet whimsical menu. 

Brandwein cut her teeth work- 
ing in the kitchen with Roberto 
Donna, most recently at the inno- 
vative Bebo Trattoria. Her atten- 
tion to detail — especially when 
seeking out local farms for ingre- 
dients — lent a hometown pride to 
the food. She has devised a large 
number of dishes that cater to the 
myriad cultures and tastes of Wash- 
ington (and the Ritz’s) patrons. Fla- 
vors of Morocco, Rome and Madrid 
pervade the menu.
